Earlier Friday, attorneys for 
Ciay,J^Sha.\c^ fiIed motions in 
Criminal District Court to quash 
their client’s assassination con- 
spiracy indictment, and, among 
other things, to subpena all rec- 
ords of Truth and Consequences, 
a private organization which 
contributes money to Garrison’s 
investigation. 

The four motions were: ap- 
plication for a bill of particu- 
lars; motion to quash and for 
subpenas duces tecum; prayer 
for oyer and motion for the "re- 



turn of seized property and the 
suppression of evidence.

ney Dean A. Andrews Jr. 

Andrews had told the Warren 
Commission that a man named 
Clay Bertrand asked him to 
represent Lee Harvey Oswald 
after the death of President 
John F. Kennedy. 

He was indicted for perjury 
after he testified to the Orleans 
Parish Grand Jury that he 
could not be sure if Clay Ber- 
trand and Shaw were the same 
men. Garrison contends that 
they are and has listed Clay 
Bertrand as Shaw’s alias. 

Zelden contended that An- 
drews’ indictment was faulty 
because it failed to cite what 
part of his testimony was sup- 
posed to be incorrect. 

Judge Shea gave the state un- 
til May 25 to answer Zelden’s 
motion and said a hearing will 
be held then if both sides agree.

The indictment charges that 
Shaw conspired with David W. 
Ferrie and Oswald “and others, 
[not herein named, to murder 
'John F. Kennedy ...” 

The defense asked that the; 
“others” be named by the pro- 
secution. 

Also requested was the “day 
[or dates between Sept, and Oct. 
10, 1963,” on which the prosecu- 
tion contends that the “alleged 
agreement or combination” was, 
[made. 

The defense also listed a
